Mix 2 cups flour, 2% teaspoons 
baking powder and 1 teaspoon salt 
then cut in 4 tablespoons butter 
and mix with 14 cup grated Ameri- 
can cheese. Add about % cup milk, 
mix quickly and turn onto a 
floured board. Pat to % thickness 
‘and cut into small rounds. Bake in 
a hot oven 10 to 12 minutes, 

Quick Hot Rolis 

Dissolve 1 cake compressed yeast 
in 2% cups lukewarm, scalded 
milk. Cream 2 tablespoons sugar 
and 4% cup lard, add 2 teaspoons 
salt amd the yeast-milk mixture. 
Add 2% cups flour and beat until 
the mixturé is smooth. Add 2% 
cups more flour, beat until smooth, 
and set the dough in a warm place 
for about 1 hour. When double in 
bulk, take out by the tablespoonful 
and put into greased muffin tins, 
filling 2/3 full. Try not to release 
too much of the gas in handling. 
Let rise until again double in bulk, 
20 to 30 minutes. Bake in a hot 
oven about 20 minutes or until 
golden brown. Brush with melted 
butter on removing from the oven. 
The total time for preparing and 
baking these light crusty rolls is 
about 2 hours. 

Fried Scones 

Mix and sift 2 cups flour, 2 tea- 
Spoons baking powder and 1 tea- 
spoon salt. Cut in 4 tablespoons 
shortening and add about 2/3 cup 
milk or enough to make a soft 
dough. Roll out 1% inch thick, cut 
into 4-inch squares and then in 
triangles. Bake on a hot buttered 
griddle until brown on both sides. 
Sprinkle with sugar. Split and 
butter while hot. These are grand 
for breakfast or an impromptu 
supper, Try them with marmalade 
or jam and scrambled eggs. 

Date Cake 

Pour 1 cup boiling water over 1 
cup chopped dates and set aside. 
Sift 2 cups flour, 1 teaspoon soda 
and '% teaspoon salt together 
twice. Cream 1/3 cup shortening, 
and 1 cup sugar until light. Add 2 
tablespoons of the water from the 
dates and beat until Nght and 
fluffy. Add 1 egg and beat thor-
